Nineteen Convicts

ALIEN SLACKER PROBLEM 
SEEMS NEAR SOLUTION 


Secretary Lansing Will Send | 


Treaties to Congress Deal- 
ing With Question. 


Washington, November 26.—Negotia- 
tions between the United States and 
the allies on the alien slacker problem 
have progressed to such a stage that 


when congress reconvenes next Mon-f 


day Secretary Lansing will be pre- 


paned to submit a number of treaties 
authorizing the reciprocal drafting for 
military service of the citizens or sub- 
jects of one country resident within the 
other country. 

Approval of such treaties by the sen- 
ate has been foreshadowed by a gen- 
eral demand in congress for action to 
reach aliens in this country of draft 
age. Several measures had been 
launched in the senate and house re- 
quiring the drafting of such persons, 
but at the suggestion of the state de- 
partment and upon its promise to ac- 
complish the purpose by the regular 
method of treaty stipulation that legis- 
lation wae postponed. 

In the meantime a great many for- 
eigners resident in the United States 
have hastened to file their declara- 
tions of intention to become American 
citizens, in many instances with the 
express purpose of escaping military 
service under their own flags in the 
event of a round-up of aliens in the 
United States by British, French and 
Italian recruiting officers. By filing 
these “first papers” the declarant him- 
selfis liable todraftinto the American 
army. There is only one chance in 
four of his being actually drafted as 
an American, however, even after 
registration. 

The British-American military serv- 
ice treaty will be framed as a model 
for those between the United States 
and other entente countries, though 
there will be some minor differences 
because of varying laws fixing eligi- 
bility for military service. Because 
of the difference in the standards re- 
garding age of eligibles,.21 to 31, in 
the case of Americans, 18 to 41 in the 
case of British subjects, some difficulty 
has been found in reaching an equit- 
able agreement on this point. It is 
probable that this will be adjusted 
by a mutual acceptance of the laws 
of both countries as applied to their 
own citizens and subjects, so that all 
British subjects between the ages of 
18 and 41 found in America after the 
ratification of the new treaty, will be 
subject to draft into the British army.

The Value of Environment. 

A man’s environment is anything that 
engrosses his mind or engages his af- 
fections. The populated areas around 
our forty or fifty camps, cantonments 
and training stations are the physical 
environments of more than a million 


of our picked young men; the men and 
the women with whom they come into 


contact within that area are the actual 
and vital environment. Ideas and ideals 
are the ultimate realities, the forces 
that make character and guide con- 
duct. In handling the high-mettled men 
of a democracy it is not possible to 
corral them if a camp after the fashion 
of an autocracy and beat them into 
military shape. They would not sur- 
render the privileges of democracy at 
home to fight for democracy abroad. 
The men of our new armies have the 
freedom of the towns and cities close 
to their camps, and the influence of 
those communities upon the men is by 
no means the least concern of the war 
department. The commission on train- 
ing camp activities, Mr. Raymond D. 
| Fosdick, chairman, has asked the Play- 
»ground and Recreation association of 
America so to organize the social life 
of the communities that it will mean 
a healthy recreation upon the camps. 

To discover what had been done and 
what could be done I went to Atlanta, 
Ga. Camp Gordon is fourteen miles 
distant from the city, Fort Me-

Instructing the Men. 


Another illustration of the above re- 
mark may be found in what the next 
speaker—the camp educational direc- 
tor—said. Among drafted men in Camp 
Gordon were large numbers of sturdy 
southern mountaineers, English-speak- 
ing but illiterate. In some companies 
the number ran as high as 15 per cent. 
These were being taught to read and 
write, and rapid progress was report- 
ed. But a few of these men were 
found who did not know why we were 
at war, or the nation against which 
we were fighting. Neither did they 
seem to care; Uncle Sam wanted them 
to fight, and they difin’t mind much 
who it was—English, French, Germans, 
or Russians. Uncle Sam wanted them, 
and that was enough. A-few months of 
camp life will send those men back 
to their mountain homes with a vision 
of possfbilities which will change the 
character of all succeeding generations. 
Besides the English work the director 
mentioned that 75 volunteer teachers 
were going out from the city regularly 
to conduct classes in French. 


The camp director of singing thanked 
the committee for the book of songs 
which had been distributed gratuitous- 
ly to each soldier, the cost of publish- 
ing the book having been met by ,aid 
advertisements. Although the liPrarian 
had nothing to tell of the American 
Library association, he acknowledged 
the receipt of ample quantities of good 
books and recent magazines.

Atlanta Commissions on Training Camp 
Activities. 


Atlanta has an auditorium which 
will seat 7,500 and which contains one 
of the best organs in the world. Every 
Sunday a “continuous performance” is 
given for the soldiers from 2:30 till 10 
p.m. It is absolutely free, and consists 
of organ recitals, movies, popular sing- 
ing and entertaining features of vari- 
ous kinds—but all refined and elevat- 
ing. The Young Men's Christian asso- 
ciation secretary reported the multi- 
form work being carried on, not only 
in the buildings, but in the companies, 


and testified to the splendid encour- 
agement given by all the officers, from 
the general in command to the most 
recent reserve subaltern. He also 
commended the churches heartily for 
their co-operation in all good work for 
the soldiers. Mr. Kriegshaber assured 
us that the local city authorities and 
police were working with the federal 
authorities and the representatives of 
Mr. Fosdick’s committee for the con- 
trol, and, finally, for the suppression of 
vice in and around the city. As such 
measures have to be taken with dis- 
cretion and secrecy, he could not g0 
into. the subject exhaustively, but he 
told how the Travelers’ 
through its representatives at the rail- 
way stations and on-the streets, and 
the Young Women’s Christian associa- 
tion, by means of hostess homes and 
the formation of clubs and guilds 
among the girls and young women of 
the city, were making a marked con- 
tribution toward the solution of the 
problem by positive and educational 
methods.

camp. 


The story of Atlanta’s y lationship to 
the new army, how the ¢ty is meeting 
its obligation, more iny at upon serv- 
ing than upon the gaig of commerce, 
is merely etched. I doy t know wheth- 
er any community nef. a@camp or can- 
tonment is doing m or better work 
than Atlanta, but what I saw made me 
proud of the men and women who are 
exemplifying democracy at its best.

Officers of Different Rank. 


A junior officer always walks or 
rides on the left of a senior. As one 
soldier expressed, it “When ’ you see a 
funior walking on the right side of a 
senior, you can bet your bottom dollar 
it is a newly-appointed officer who is 
so ignorant of the customs of the 
service.” 


A junior always dismounts before 
addressing a senior who is dismounted. 

When a soldier delivers a message 
from one officer to another, except in 
the field, he invariably presents the 
compliments of the officer sending the 
message. An officer may say to an 
orderly, “Tell Captain Smith to come 
here at once.” But the orderly in de- 
livering the message will say, “Sir, 
Captain Jones presents his compli- 
ments to the captain and wishes to see 
him at once,” 


Soldiers in addressing an officer in- 
variably uses the third person, for ex- 
ample, ‘‘Sir, does the captain with his 
horse now?” 

These are only a few of the customs 
that give military life a uniformity 
and tend to the upholding of discipline.

Klsewhere in The Constitution appears an 
article from The Outlook—“An Account of 
What Atlanta Is Doing for a Cantonment.” 

It was written by Joseph H. Odell, staff 
correspondent of The Outlook, and it is a fair 
statement of what is being done, to make our 
soldier-boys feel “at home.”

WANTON WASTE. 


News dispatches of the day contain ac- 
counts of wanton waste of valuable food- 
stuffs in Ohio that would be unbelievable 
except for the fact that they seem to be 
amply substantiated. 

One of these says that investigation re- 
vealed that at Youngstown “over 75 cars of 
perishable foodstuffs are being held in rail- 
road yards, the goods rotting while the 
dealers refuse to present bills of lading, in 
the hope, it is said, of stimulating higher 
prices.” Another says that the Ohio food 
administration is investigating to find out 
who is responsible “for the sidetracking and 
neglect of scores of cars of perishable food- 
stuffs” at Cleveland, where it was reported 
that more than 100 cars, “mostly loaded with 
perishables,”’ are standing idle, and at Akron, 
where the food administration was told 47 
carloads of perishables, 26 of them loaded 
with potatoes, were standing on sidetracks, 
subject to destruction by freezing and rot- 
ting. Federal authorities, it is said, have 
been notified of these instances of willful 
waste. 

Last spring the government brought to 
bear upon the farmers of the country every 
ounce of pressure possible to get them to 
raise more foodstuffs. They appealed to the 
farmers on the basis of sheer patriotism. 
‘© The farmers responded to a degree that 
- Was even surprising to the very grateful 
government. They raised the foodstuffs— 
more than were produced during any pre- 
vious year in the. history of American 
agriculture. , 

It is as little as we can do to see to it 
that none of them are wasted. 


CANADA'S NOBLE WOMEN. :

would never have reached such a pitiful 
climax if the men had been as true as Rus- | 


sia’s women—from among whom were re- 
cruited the “battalions of death” that grasped 
the discarded guns of panic-stricken soldiers 
and faced the fight alone. 

Theirs was woman’s lesson of love and 
loyalty—“to the death”—to count life as 
nothing to the liberty of home and country. . 

The hearts of the patriotic women of the 
world are in the world-fight for Freedom’s 
sake. 

Such examples should create soldiers— 
make heroes of the weak and wavering! 

The attitude of the women of Canada as 
to the war is identical with that of the 
women of America—as brave and loyal as 
the sons and brothers who will fight for 
their country. They know what the war will 
mean to them, but in the shadow of its sacri- 
fices they, too, are undaunted: They are 
helping to win the war, and to do it they 
are ready if necessary to give all! 


IF RUSSIA QUITS. 


It seems incredible that those respon- 
sible for Russia’s present plight and atti- 
tude have not taken the future of that 
country into their reckoning. 
done so certainly their performances would 
have been vastly different. 

Instead of fomenting strife and revolu- 
tion against the provisional government, 


they would have aided it in resisting enemy 


encroachment—assuming, of course, for the 
sake of argument, that they are patriotic 
and lovers of their own land. And, even 
had they just grounds for overthrowing the 
Kerensky regime, they would, after having 
accomplished that, have still remained firm 
against the common foe and upheld their 
country’s honor and made good its pledges 
to its allies and colleagues. 

But they have elected another course— 
blindly and drunkenly, it seems, or else with 


malice and malevolent purpose—and instead 


have thrown the honor of their nation to 
the four winds and forsaken their friends 
among the nations. 

Any sort of a peace that Germany can 
make with Russia, considering Russia’s 
present state of demoralization and decrepi- 
tude, will be a pro-German peace, It will 
be a peace on a basis that will be tanta- 
mount to turning Russia and Russia’s vast 
resources over to the kaiser, at least for 
the duration of the war. | 

In which event, what consideration can 
Russia expect from its former allies, and 
the nations friendly to its former allies, 
after the war? Certainly it will receive 
none! 

That Germany—Russia or no Russia— 
will be “licked to a frazzle” is as near a cer 
tainty as a thing not an accomplished fact 
can well be. And after the war Germany 
will be in no position to befriend or render 
effective aid to any country. Its influence 
among the powers will be a_ negligible 
quantity. : 

Then, where will Russia be—if it is to be 
Russia, the ingrate, the “quitter,” the 
traitor among nations? . 

And after this whole grim business is 
over, there will not be a nation, possibly 
unless it be Belgium and Serbia, which will 
be in worse condition, more war-torn and 
frayed, than Russia. [t will be without 
credit, and with debt piled higher than the 
Himalayas. It will depend hugely upon its 
sister nations for support. 

But if it comes out of the war a traitor 
and a deserter, a slim chance it will have 
when it knocks at the victorious world’s 
door and implores succor! 

It is a pity the Russian people cannot be 
made to see that before it is too late! 

A ray of hope, however, is afforded in 
the latest reports from Russia, to the effect 
that in reality the peace that Russia seeks 
is a universal peace with all European na- 
tions, and that the radicals in control of the 
country may place their government against 
a separate peace with Germany. 

True, it is a faint ray, but it is something 
upon which we may base a hope that the 
Russian people will eventually take cogni- 
zance of the fact that they are, at the pres- 
ent rate, drifting onto the shoals of political 
and national oblivion, and change the course 
of the country while yet there is time.

Of the Great War 


Ships for America’s Army 


BY H. C. FERRABY. 


London.—The bigger the American army 
grows the greater the difficulty confront- 
ing the allies. This curiously paradoxical 


position arises from the fact that every 
American soldier with his inpedimenta has 
to be transported across the sea, and the 
world’s store of ghips has been reduced to 
a minimum, partly by the German subma- 
rine campaign, but far more by the fact 
that thousands of ships are already em- 
ployed every hour of every day in carrying 
troops, munitions, food, mails, guns and 
stores of all kinds to the various fighting 
fronts in Europe, Asia and Africa. This 
war is not only being fought in Flanders, 
though many people often forget that. 
Shipbuilding in America is proceeding at 
an enormous rate, in order that the gaps in 
the mercantile fleets may be filled. What 


is Great Britain doing to repair the wastage | 


in her merchant fleet? This question must 
atrike everyone who studies the admiralty 
figures each week with their totals of ships 
lost. One had a small glimpse of the work 
that is being done the other day ‘when a 
new supplement to Lioyd’s Register of Ship- 
ping showed that between June 8 and July 
17 of this year there were 63 new British 
ships added to the fegister. That is to say, 
two new ships were completed every work- 
ing day of the week. 

That, however, is only a beginning. The 
time is not far distant when many more new 
ships will be completed each week than are 
sunk and then the back of the ruthless 
submarine campaign will really be broken. : 

Everyone who has been allowed to visit 
the shipbuilding yards ‘on the Tyne, the 
Wear, the Tees and the Clyde during the 
past few weeks must be astonished at the 
feverish activity of all the workmen, and 
the extraordinary extent to which small 


Se | 


controller and his colleague, the deputy con- 
troller of auxiliary shipbuilding. The task 
of reconstructing the merchant marine has 
been undertaken nationally and on business- 
like lines. No new ship can be built with- 
out the consent of the government, and 
every ship that is built must be of approved 
design. This is the outcome of the stand- 
ardization idea. Just as the Ford motor 
cars are turned out by the thousand, so the 
ships are turned out by tens, because any 
part of one of them can be sent to another 
ship and put into her without adjustment. 
Every plate, every bolt, every bit of ma- 
chinery is reproduced scores of times, 
Four Standard Designs of Ships. 

This is not to say, however, that all the 
ships are of exactly the same size. Four 
different standard designs have been se- 
lected. The first is a vessel of single- 
deck type of 8,000 tons deadweight. The 
second or B type is a two-decked ship of 
the same weight. The C type is of 5,000 
tons and the D type of 3,000 tons. These 
are all practical useful sizes. They are not 


so large as to offer easy targets to sub- 4 


marines when they get to sea, and they 
are big enough to carry sufficient cargo 
to make their use. profitable. 

Many other improvements in design have 
been embodied in all of them. When the 
world is short of ships it is important that 
those which are available should not Spend 
too long in port loading and unloading. So 
all. the standard ships are provided with 
extra large hatchways to facilitate the work 
of the stevedores. Moreover, the spread 
of humanitarian ideas has at last brought 
about a great improvement in the accom- 
modation allotted to the crews of merchant 
ships. Anyone who has read novels of the 
sea is familiar with the descriptions of the 
uncomfortable, often insanitary and always 
miserable quarters assigned to the unfor- 
tunate men who worked the ships. That 
has all been swept away. The men now 
have separate cubicles to sleep in, with two 
berths to each, the messing ments 
are quite separate from the sleeping accom.- 
modation. There is a smoke room, a bath 
room, and in addition, steam-heating is 
fixed. 

Speed of Ships Kept Secret. 

It is not permissible to give the speed 
of these new ships for obvious reasons. 1[¢ 
has been announced in Parliament that 100 
of them would be built to start with, and 
photographs of the first to start on active 
service have just been officially circulated 
for publication.

TECH TO LOSE HEISMAN 


AND BULK OF THE TEAM 


Rumor That Coach of Golden Tornado Will Go to Some 
Eastern School Next Season—Uncle Sam to Get 
Majority of the Greatest Team of 1917.

Coach J. W. Heisman’s contract with 
the Georgia School of Technology ex- 
Pires at the conclusion of this year’s 


football season and it is said that the 
south’s football wizard will not be 
signed up to a new contract for 1918. 

The details of the difference between 
the school and the coach is a matter 
entirely between them and not of gen- 
eral public interest. But the g. p. is 
interested in whether or not Heisman 
remains at Tech. 

The war conditions govern this to 
a great measure. If it was assured 
that there would be football next fall, 
there being just as many who doubt 
there will be, as there are those who 
are positive that there will, then the 
differences could probably be speedily 
adjusted. 

Our informant advises that Coach 
Heisman has under consideration of- 
fers from schools in the east and west; 
which he is considering, and that these 
offers are of such a nature that the 
local football mentor is giving them 
serious consideration. 

Tech has not given up all hope of 
keeping Coach Heisman as instructor 
of all branches of athletics. Matters 
have not reached that point as yet, 
but those conversant with the situation 
seem to believe that it is very doubtful 
if he stays. : 

Lose Bulk of Team. 

If Heisman goes, and Atlanta football 
lovers hope he does not, the Golden 
Tornado would be struck its worst 
blow for the 1918 campaign, for even 
the wizard Heisman will have a tough 
job on his hands when the bell rings 
for the 1918 practice. 

The greater majority of the players 
of this year’s team will not be avail- 
able, either via graduation or by enlist- 
ing in Uncle Sam’s service. No less 
than eight of the varsity squad have 
already expressed their intentions of 
enlisting, while the others may follow 
suit at any moment. 

Bill Fincher will be about the only 


lineman left. An entirely new rush 


line will have to be developed by 
whoever is coach. The backfield with 


Hill, Guill and Harlan all under age, 
Strupper and Guyon excepted, will be 
of service, 

It will be seen, therefore, that the 
scoring power will again be present if 
sufficient bulwarks are erected in front 
of them 4 5 the Tech coaches, whoever 
they may be. 


Strupper Captain. 


Everett Strupper, the brilliant half- 
back, will probably be captain of the 
1918 eleven, if such an eleven exists. 
He is the logical man for the place and 
the fleet-footed halfback, who is about 
the most popular man at Tech, would 
be assured of the support of the en- 
tire student body, the alumni and 
everyone in anyways remotely con- 
nected with Tech. 

It is certain also that the Jackets 
will play some big eastern teams next 
season, and already offers for games 
next season have been pouring into 
the athletic management. 

The Navy wants a game with the 
Jackets on November 18 next year, 
their letter reading tentatively, as the 
Navy knows and states that if they 
are playing football next fall that 
Tech will and that if the Navy is not, 
Tech will not be. 

This game will be considered along 
with all other challenges and offers 
of games and it is believed that Tech 
will have the greatest schedule in 1918 
that any southern football team has 
ever played. 

With these prospects, it is to be 
hoped that whatever the differences be- 
tween Coach Hisman and Tech, that 
they will be speedily adjusted. It is 
more than likely that the alumni will 
step in and take a hand should it be- 
come definitely decided that he is to 
leave—and the alumni has never been 
snows to fall down on a proposition 
yet. 

The Constitution expresses the hope 
of all the football fans of the city 
when it says that the Golden Tornado 
needs Heisman’s services in 1918. Here’s 
hoping they get together.

FIRST PUSH BALL 
GAME PLAYED 
15 YEARS AGO 


Pushball contests will be a feature of 
the Thanksgiving day sporting pro- 
grams in several cities of the United 
States and in many of the army can- 
tonments next-Thursday. This young- 
est of sports has become increasingly 
popular and is now played in England 
and Canada as well as in Uncle Sam's 
land, where it originated. New Eng- 
land was the scene of the first push- 
ball contest. and it is said that the 
first pushball was made in Newton, 
Mass., in 1894. The first real football 
coritest was played in New York fif- 
teen years ago tomorrow, November 
28, 1902. The regulation pushball was 
not procurable for.this contest, and a 
canvas ball filled with hay was used. 
The pushball of the regular type is 
the largest and costliest ball used in 
any game. It is six feet in diameter 
and a good one costs in the ieghborhood 
of $300. Even at that apparently exces- 
sive price, it is said that there is no 
big profit for the makers. English cow- 
hide leather is used for the outside 
covering, and the score of strips neces- 
sary are sewed by hand. Each of the 
strips is about ten feet long and half 
a dozen hides are required to get the 
leather for one ball, and it takes an 
expert workman two weeks to sew tho 
material together. The most expensive 
rubber has to be used for the bladder. 
The rubber is cut into strips and ce- 
mented together in the shape of a 
globe, exactly fitting the leather cover- 
ing when inflated. The cover will last 
for many years, but the bladder has 
to be renewed, at a cost of $150, every 
two or three years. Pushball is played 
both indoors and on a field similar to a 
football gridiron. A goal occupies cach 
end of the field, and it is the endeavor 
of the opposing teams to push the ball 
through the enemy’s goal. Although 
originating on this side of the Atlan- 
tic, pushball is more popular in Eng- 
land than in America. The Britishers 
have introduced an innovation whereby 
the players are on horseback,
